A Newmarket man remains in 
critical condition in a Toronto hospital 
following a crash on Highway 400, at 
about 1:40 a.m. on March 9, just south 
of Mapleview Drive. 

The 26 year old man's red Dodge 
Dakota was southbound on the 400 
when it crossed all 3 lanes, went onto 
the west shoulder, hit a snowbank 
and rolled several times. The driver 
was extricated by Barrie Firefighters 
and transported to Royal Victoria 
Hospital, before being transported by 
Air Ambulance to a Toronto trauma 

“The vehicle rolled, we don’t know 
why,” said Sgt. Dave Woodford of 
the OPP’s Highway Safety Division. 
“Unfortunately, we asked for witnesses 
and no one has come forward.” The 
driver is not able to be interviewed at 
this time. 

His passenger, a 22 year old Bradford 
male, suffered minor injuries. Anyone

to Toronto for emergency surgery, but 
succumbed to her injuries. 

Two other vehicles in the southbound 
lanes were involved in the collision, 
which also resulted in a fuel spill, of 
approximately 1,000 litres of diesel fuel. 

To date, neither OPP nor Ontario Ministry 
of the Environment has laid any charges 
in connection with the crash or the spill. 
The owner of the transport truck involved 
will be responsible for costs of clean-up, 
and has reportedly hired an environmental 
consulting firm to monitor catch basins, 
and ensure that all of the fuel has been 
removed. 

Even as investigation continued, OPP 
were bracing for more trouble, as a late 
winter storm bore down on the GTA 
on Wednesday. “We're hoping nothing 
happens, so we can get caught up," said 
Sgt. Woodford, March 11- but the OPP 
were “preparing ourselves... just in case.”

We just hope that the huge $1.5 
billion investment by the federal 
government in scientific research 
to "create long-term economic 
advantages for Canada" which 
appears to be primarily targeted 
towards oil sands research, doesn’t 
end up being money invested in a 
"better harpoon.” 

We would have liked to have seen 
investment in research prior to the oil 
sands being exploited - to determine 
the feasibility of extraction.

Autism Awareness Day in Bradford 


When Nicole and Paul Taylor's son 
was initially diagnosed with Autism 
Spectrum Disorder, it was a devastating 

“It’s like, when you look at something 
in a store, a beautiful dress - and mm 
around, and your child is gone... You 
lose your child overnight. That feeling 
never goes away,” said Nicole. 

The family withdrew from many 
social activities - too embarrassed, in a 
way, and afraid that the "meltdowns” 
that come from sensory overload 
for children with Autism could be 
misinterpreted. But more recently, 
Nicole has felt the need to increase 
awareness of Autism, to provide 
information and support to parents of 
autistic children, and to bring greater 
understanding to the community at 
large. 

The Taylors originally approached the 
Town to raise the Autism Ontario flag 
at the Courthouse, on April 2 - Autism 
Awareness Day. They were delighted 
with the support they received from the 
Municipality and the Mayor’s office, but 
the plans didn’t stop there. 

Since then, they have received more 
expressions of support from the 
community, from Bradford Rental 


Sales and Service, from a local bakery 
which has offered to donate an Autism 
Awareness Day cake, from local 
musicians who have offered to donate 
their time and talents, from local 
business e-Signs Canada. 

“I’m thrilled everybody’s coming 
together," said Nicole, who is working 
on the event with Nicole Brickell - and 
working to go beyond a single day of 
awareness, to bring local families of ASD 
children together by creating a local 
chapter of Ontario Autism Assistance, 
and a support group that would meet 
monthly at the Bradford library. 

In part, she has been inspired by the 
statistics. She thought there were only 
a handful of families in Bradford West 
Gwillimbury that were dealing with 
Autism; in fact, there are an estimated 
70 families in Bradford alone. 

Nicole has praise for the support 
she has received. “Our Town is so 
understanding,” she said. “We are a 
small community - but big-hearted!”

From 260 acres, we were able 
to raise $150,000 through crop sales and cash 
donations, which was sent to Canadian Food 
Grains Bank (CFGB) headquarters in Winnipeg. 

businesses helped with the crop production by 
donating land, inputs and equipment. Twenty 
churches, businesses and individuals donated 
money that was also highly appreciated. Many 
of these have supported the efforts of Loaves 
and Fishes for the full 16 years of the project’s 
history. These faithful supporters have made 
this milestone possible. I would never have 
imagined this result, when we first met in the 
fall of 1997 to discuss this growing project idea! 

I am very grateful that our Federal 
government, through CIDA, matches our 
donations up to $4 for every dollar we donate.

That would mean that our $2 million became 
$10 million in assistance, in countries where 
needs were met.

The farmers in Ethiopia are so grateful for 
our generous support, and for giving them a 
new opportunity to feed themselves! 

Every dollar raised helps those who suffer 
from severe food shortages caused by drought 
and other calamities. Presendy, nearly 1 Billion 
people remain hungry on our planet. 

It continues to be a privilege to serve with the 
many wonderful, generous people of South 
Simcoe, who make this possible. I thank you all 


One of my Ethiopian 
farmer recipients said at the end of our visit, “ 

I look past the generous foreigner and thank 
God for allowing this to happen.” 

I thought his response was ‘right on.’ We are so 
fortunate here, and we have this opportunity to 
share.

So why was maple sugar, 
and not maple syrup, prized 
by the pioneers? Interpreter

The hard blocks of maple 
sugar could be stored 
indefinitely, shaved or 
broken up to provide sugar 
for baking - and could be 
transformed back into 
syrup. “Just add water and 
stir!”

Shaping the future of Scanlon Ck. 



Back in 2009, the Lake Simcoe 
Region Conservation Authority 
generated a 5-year Management Plan 
for Scanlon Creek Conservation Area - 
its first since 1979. 

The document was the product of 
consultation with a wide range of 
stakeholders, and the Plan was both 
far-reaching, and ambitious. 

Even so, in the past 5 years the 
LSRCA, Lake Simcoe Conservation 
Foundation, 
volunteers and 
supporters have 
achieved almost 
everything on the 
list. They have: 

. Completed a 
subwatershed plan 
for Scanlon Creek. 

. Established the Scanlon Creek Bark 
Park, a leash-free dog park. 

. Built the Discovery Play Garden, a 
natural play area for children. 

. Improved trails and signage. 

. Established The Friends of Scanlon 
Creek, a volunteer group that supports 
the Conservation Area. 

. Refurbished the picnic pavilions and 
the gatehouse. 

. Completed an Environmental 
Assessment, leading to the drawing 
down of Scanlon Pond, and steps 
toward restoration of natural habitat. 

. Built a new look-out platform. 

. Installed new picnic tables and 
benches. 

. Upgraded roads, with the assistance 
of the Town of Bradford West 
Gwillimbury. 

.Offered new nature-based programs 
to the public, including Photography. 

The question is, what's next? How 
can the park, located off the 9th 
Line of BWG just north of Bradford, 
continue to meet the needs of users? 
How can it become a “destination 
for natural inspiration” and enhance 
users’ experiences? 

There is a survey posted online 
at LSRCA.on.ca/PlanScanlon 
that invites anyone who has visited 
Scanlon Creek Conservation Area to 
provide their input, until March 31. 
“Maybe the public has a different 
opinion of this property, than 5

As part of the process, the LSRCA 
hosted a Workshop at the Nature 
Centre, on March 8. The workshop 
provided an overview of Scanlon, 
which was originally settled circa

1963. The park now covers 
almost 740 acres, of which 
50% is natural wetland, and 
23% is forest. 

The LSRCA has established 
a broad framework for 
its updated Management 
Plan, including the promotion 
of sustainability, the provision of 
Environmental education, and 
the enhancement and restoration 
of natural ecosystems - providing 
opportunities for healthy, active living, 
and maintaining a balance between 
public use and Conservation. 

Those goals were supported by 
Workshop participants. 

“We’ve done a lot of hiking here, 
all seasons. I think a very valuable 
place to preserve," said Kate Stewart, 
a Friend of Scanlon Creek. “I think 
it’s really important for families to 

“We first got connected when our 
kids were small. Because it’s right 
on the urban doorstep, (Scanlon) 
is uniquely placed for people to 
interact,” said Ken Vogan, chair of the 
Friends. 

Nature conservation, nature 
appreciation, enjoyment of the 
natural setting, preservation of 
biodiversity - all were seen as the most 
important roles of Scanlon Creek. 
Participants also offered a number 
of suggestions for improving users' 
experiences, from longer trails that 
connect with external trail systems, to 
new Energy Conservation programs 
and demonstrations, and more 
sponsorship opportunities.

A17 year old Innisfil Youth is lucky to 
be alive, after a snowmobiling mishap on 
Sunday, March 9. 

Two teens were snowmobiling on private 
property in the area of Purvis St. and the 10th 
Line of Innisfil, around 6:30 p.m., when one 
of the snowmobiles became bogged down. 

In an effort to free the machine, die 17 year 
old pulled up on the rear of the sled while his 
friend put the machine in reverse; the youth’s 


boot was caught under the track, and he 
received severe lacerations to his foot. 

Emergency services were called and located 
the injured teen, who was stabilized and then 
transported to hospital with serious but non- 
life-threatening injuries. 

Snowmobilers are reminded to be prepared 
for an emergency: let someone know where 
you are going and when you expect to return, 
carry emergency supplies, AND a fully- 


charged cell phone. The cell phone in this 
case prevented a more serious outcome. 

Snowmobilers are asked to ensure their 
machines are in good working order - 
including lights and all safety equipment. 

The snowmobile must be registered and 
insured, and riders are required to carry 
documentation at all times. A driver’s licence 
or snow machine operator's card is required.

Habitat for Humanity, Malawi-style 


Albert Wierenga is a retired teacher. He is also 
an 11 -time team leader for Habitat for Humanity, 
leading trips to Papua-New Guinea, Colombia, 
Ghana and Zimbabwe, through the Global 
Village program. 

He will be heading to Malawi this August, 
leading a 15-day Habitat for 
Humanity trip to Mulanje 
District - and is looking for 
participants interested in coming 
along, and joining Global Village 
for an extraordinary cross- 
cultural experience, helping to 
build simple, affordable housing 
for orphans and vulnerable 
children. 

Malawi is ranked one of the 
least-developed nations in the 
world, with 90% of its population living in rural 
areas, and 75% living on less than $2 per day. A 
typical village hut is built of mud, with a dirt floor 
and a thatched roof - all of which can promote 
the spread of disease. 

Mulanje District, in the southern part of 
Malawi, has an HIV prevalence rate of 20% - 
one of the highest in the country - and has over 
45,000 orphans and vulnerable children, many of 
them orphaned by AIDS. 

The Habitat Malawi houses will be made of 
kiln-fired clay brick, with glass windows, air 
vents for good ventilation, and iron sheet roofs, 
built on a stone, brick or cement foundation. The 


new homes reduce the incidence of diseases like 
malaria, respiratory illnesses, and parasites. 

No experience is needed to participate in the 
trip, August 16 to 30,2014. Those taking part will 
need to arrange and pay for their own round-trip 
air transportation to and from Blantyre, Malawi, 
although Habitat Humanity 
will issue a charitable tax 
receipt for the air fare, and 
the trip cost (approximately 
$2,120, for lodging, food, 
ground transportation, 
orientation materials, and 
a $825 donation to HFH 
Malawi and Global Village). 

Other costs include $400 
for "R & R” in beautiful Mvuu 
National Park, on August 
28 and 29 before departing for home, as well as 
passports and immunizations; these costs are 
not eligible for a charitable tax receipt.

Wierenga, a resident of Bradford, is hoping to 
sign up at least 10 or 12 volunteers for the trip. 

He already has 6 people who have committed 
to go to Malawi, and hopes to have the rest by 
the end of May - but there is no doubt that the 
trip will be going ahead, no matter how many 
finally register, and will offer the experience of a 
lifetime.
